NAVY, ROOSEVELT

Measure Provides for Fair 
Compensation and Right 
of Owner to Press Claim 
in Court. 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP).— 
A request for legislation author- 
izing the President during the na- 
tional emergency to requisition 
property of any kind “necessary 
to the national defense” was sub- 
mitted to Congress today by the 
War Department. 


Officials said the authority 
sought was “all inclusive” and was 
similar to the powers exercised by 
President “Wilson in the World 
War. The War Department said 
the proposed bill was approved by 
the President, the navy and the 
Office of Production Management. 
The. proposed bill stated that the 
authority asked “shall be con- 
strued and considered as an addi- 
tional grant of authority.” 

The 1920 National Defense Act 
already empowers the President to 
enforce compliance with defense 
orders, and additional “draft in- 
dustry” powers were included in 
the Selective Service Act last fall. 
Containing provision for fair 
compensation for any requisitioned 
property, the bill provides that 
during any period of national 
emergency proclaimed by the 
President, the chief executive is 
authorized “when he deems it. in 
the interest of national defense” 
to take this action: 

1, Take over either temporari- 
ly or permanently, property of 
any kind or character whether.

German Planes Blasted 
Defenders All Day, 
British Hardly Ever Saw 
Any of Own Aircraft, 
Soldier Relates. 


By EDWARD KENNEDY 

CAIRO, June 2 (AP).—British 
and Greek survivors of the battle 
for Crete declare they were beat- 
en by the German air force, not 
by the parachute troops showered 
onto the island. 

“The parachutists were nothing,” 
one soldier summed it up, “but 
dive-bombing all day long and 
comtinual machine-gun fire was 
terrible. We hardly ever saw any 
of our own fighters. If we had 
had a few squadrons of them it 
would have been different.” 

Thousands of British and Im- 
perial soldiers; along with many 
of their Greek allies, have poured 
into Egypt, exhausted from hand- 
to-hand fighting and flight over 
mountains, 8000 feet high, since 
late last week. 

By Saturday night- 10,000 had 
been landed—British, Australian, 
New Zealanders and Greeks. Oth- 
ers, bombed all the way from 
Crete, have trickled in since aboard 
small boats. 

Decision to Leave Made Thursday. 

The soldiers disclosed that the 
decision to give up Crete was 
reached last Thursday afternoon. 
It had become apparent to them, 
it was said, that the Nazi com- 
mand of the air over the island, 
from which the Royal Air Force 
was forced to withdraw for lack 
of adequate bases, would enable 
the Nazis to land as many troops 
as they required and prevent the 
British from moving in reinforce- 
ments. 

The parachutists employed some 
new tricks in Crete. 

“We saw one batch of para- 
chutists coming down and we 
opened fire on them heavily and 
thought we killed them,” one sol- 
dier related. “But when they land- 
ed we found. they were dummies 
to attract our attention while real 
parachutists were coming down 
nearby. We went after the real 
ones and cleaned them up.” 

Many Parachutists Killed. 

Soldiers said the Germans do 
not cry “kamerad” now as some 
of their fathers did when they sur- 
rendered in the World War. Now, 
it was related, the Nazis all have 
learned enough English to sur- 
render by asking for “mercy.” 
Many of the Nazis were said to 
have produced diaries hastily to 
prove they were Austrians. 

_Most of the soldiers expressed 
utter contempt for German para- 
chute troops, thousands of whom 
they claimed to have killed, and 
said they could have fought suc- 
cessfully against even greater num- 
bers if the Germans had not gained 
such complete mastery of the air. 
Those who came from the Candia 
area said that every parachutist 
who landed there had been killed. 

Unaware of the more serious sit- 
uation at Crete’s capital, Canea, 
‘and in the Suda Bay area, these 
troops from Candia were surprised 
at the order for their withdrawal. 

Retreat Across Mountains. 

Practically all British troops in 
the. Candia area got away safely, 
but those near Suda Bay did not 
fare so well. Many of them es- 
caped however, by falling back 
along the coast to Candia and oth- 
ers made their way over the rug- 
ged mountains to islands off the 
wild south coast. 

Some additional British fighters, 
veterans of other encounters and 
picked. for the most hazardous 
jobs, were landed in the last hours 
before withdrawal, a spokesman 
said. : 

One Australian said the planes 
that dropped the troops flew very 
low and added that “believe me 


they were not jumping, they were | 
being pushed or kicked out by a 


big bloke in that plane for that 
purpose.” 

The soldiers confirmed reports 
that the Germans landed howitzers 
and small vehicles by air. 

Several of the soldiers insisted 
that former heavyweight cham- 
pion Max Schmeling was among 
the parachutists killed, even though 
the German press has printed de- 
nial of the report. 

At the time the withdrawal was 
ordered, the soldiers estimated the

15,000 Men Withdrawn. 


Slightly more than 15,000 empire 
forces were declared officially yes- 
terday to have been withdrawn 
from Crete jo Egypt to fight again 
in the steadily unfolding battle 
for the Suez Canal. 

The British were estimated to 
have had more than 30,000 troops 
on the island, and the Germans 
claimed to have captured 13,000 in- 
cluding Greeks. The War Office 
acknowledged “severe” losses, but 
called those of the Germans and 
Italians “enormous.” 

Greek sources in Cairo last week 
reported 18,000 Germans had been 
killed in the invasion of Crete, in- 
cluding 5000 drowned under the 
guns of the British fleet. 

The withdrawal from the island 
fell in the same period, a year lat- 
er, as the allied flight from Dun- 
kerque, escape port from the bat- 
tle of Flanders. 

Besides casualties, the British 
admit that Nazi dive-bombing as- 
saults in the waters around Crete 
cost Britain three cruisers, four 
destroyers and damage to two bat- 
tleships and several other war 
craft. 

On its side of the ledger, Britain 
marked down victory in oil-bear- 
ing Iraq, under an armistice ef- 
fective yesterday morning, one day 
less than a month after Premier 
Rashid Ali al Gailani called on the 
Germans for aid and pitted his 
forces against the British, 

The end of fighting in the an-

BRITISH ADMIRALTY HEAD

LONDON, June 2 (AP). 


HEN British torpedoes 

sent the German battle- 

ship Bismarck to the bot- 
tom of the Atlantic last Tues- 
day morning, they “frustrated 
‘important enemy designs,” 
First Lord of the Admiralty A. 
V. Alexander said last night. 

It already had been suggested 
that the Bismarck, with an ex- 
traordinary complement of 2400 
men—hundreds more than nor- 
mal—planned to man captive 
ships or possibly to set landing 
parties ashore somewhere.

Widespread Destruction. 


“Reports from within Germany 
describe Hamburg as a tragic pic- 
ture.

AFL UNION ACCEPTS NEW WAGE 
PACT AT BUSCH SULZER CO. 


Agreement Will Not Affect Juris- 
dictional Dispute Holding Up 
Defense Work. ; 

A new contract for the 300 AFL 
machinists at the Busch Sulzer 
Brothers Diesel Engine Co., 3300 
South Second street, was accepted 
by union members at a meeting 
yesterday. 

The contract provides hourly 
wage increases of 10 cents for 
journeymen and helpers, who will 
now make 95 cents and 65 cents 
an hour, respectively, and a 15- 
cent increase for specialists, bring- 
ing their pay to 85 cents an hour. 

Lloyd Weber, machinists’ busi- 
ness agent, said the contract will 
have no effect on the jurisdictional 
dispute between AFL machinists 
and carpenters which has delayed 
installation ‘of machinery in a new 
plant addition. The company has 
about $15,000,000 in navy contracts. 
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HYDE PARK, N. Y. June 2 
(AP), — President Roosevelt ob- 
tained power today to speed the 
production. of arms by imposing 
mandatory priorities on industry. 

Mr. Roosevelt has signed a bill, 
the temporary “White House an- 
nounced, under which mandatory 
priorities may be assigned to an 
order or contract of any foreign 
government brought within . the 


terms of the Lease-Lend Act, and 
in some cases, to orders of any 
Government department or of 
private industry. 

Heretofore, only contracts placed 
by the army and navy could get 
mandatory priorities from the Of- 
fice of Production Management— 
the agency to which the President 
has delegated his authority over 
priorities. 

The bill just become law makes 
it clear that priorities may be ap- 
plied to sub-contracts and sub- 
orders, 

Protection against liability for 
damages is provided for persons 
complying with priority assign- 
ments. : 

Also tg bolster the armantent 
program, the President has signed 
a bill to keep iron ore going to 
steel plants. It would permit Ca- 
nadian vessels to carry ore be- 
tween American ports on the Great 
Lakes during the 1941 transporta- 
tion season. 

The bill suspends for a year a 
law reserving coastwise trade to 
American ships. There are not 
enough American ships to carry 
the ore to meet demand.

Michigan National Guard troops 
inducted into Federal service two 
months ago, rolled through St. 
Louis today on its way to its per- 


manent station at Fort Leonard | 


Wood. 

Driving through the city in 
army green transport trucks and 
reconnaissance cars, the troops 
were escorted by more than 40 
motorcycle policemen who kept 
the traffic cleared and paced* the 
trucks and cars at 30 miles per 
hour. 

The route was over the Munici- 
pal Bridge, west on Chouteau ave- 
nue to Twelfth street, south on 
Twelfth to Gravois avenue, west 
on Gravois to Chippewa street, and 
out Chippewa to U. S. Highway 66. 
Small crowds watched in silence 
at the bridge and at street cor- 
ners along the route. 

The troops had encamped last 
night near Flora, IIll., 100 miles 
east of St. Louis, after having 
left Fort Knox, near Louisville, 
Ky. early yesterday. They had 
been stationed at Fort Knox pend- 
ing completion of their quarters 
at Fort Wood. 

Commanded by Brig.-Gen. John 
H. Lewis, the brigade includes 
the 119th, [77th and 182d Field Ar- 
tillery. The headquarters com- 
pany was the first to reach the 
bridge, arriving there at 8:30 a. m. 
St. Louis police had stationed a 
radio car at the east end of the 
bridge by which they informed 
police on the St. Louis side of 
the arrival of the motor column. 
Police then stopped all traffic at 
the bridge approach, and the trucks 
rolled past. 

There were 300 trucks and cars 
in all, and they drove through 
the city in sections of 20 to 40. 
Gen. Lewis, in a green staff car, 
led the first contingent immedi- 
ately after the headquarters com- 
pany. 

The troops were silent and un- 
demonstrative, but many of the 
soldiers had cameras and photo- 
graphed the city as they drove 
through. The cars and trucks 
stopped for gasoline at a filling 
station on Highway 66 just out- 
side the city limits. Here the 
State Highway Patrol and Clay- 
ton and Kirkwood police took up 
the job of escorting. | 

By 11:30 a. m. all of the trucks 
and cars except for a few strag- 
glers had crossed the bridge. Of- 
ficers said that about 100 officers 
and men were driving their own 
automobiles to Fort.

Former Gov. Henry S. Caulfield 
took office today as Director of 
Public Welfare, in charge of the 
city’s public health service,, parks 
and recreation, charitable and cor- 
rectional institutions. His appoint- 
ment, announced Saturday after- 
noon by Mayor William Dee Beck- 
er, gave Caulfield control of the 
largest municipal department, with 
more than 3000 employes. 


From the City Register’s of- 
fice, where he took the official 
oath, Director Caulfield went to 
his office on the third floor of 
the Municipal Courts Building, va- 
cated Saturday by Joseph M. Darst. 
He carried with him a copy of the 
City Charter, which he helped to 
frame as counsel for the 1914 
Board of Freeholders, and the 300- 
page report of the Mayor’s Ad- 
visory Committee on City Survey 
and Audit, made in February to 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann, 


“T am going to put in a day of 
study,” he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. 
report thoroughly, as to the part 
(90 pages) which relates to this 
department.” 


At his office, only the staff, ap- 
pointees of Darst under the Dick- 
mann administration, met him. St. 
Louis Republican politicians still 
remember the headaches they ex- 
perienced in their demands for 
State patronage when Caulfield 
was Governor, 1929-33. Largely for 
that reason, they refused last win- 
ter to consider Caulfield as a nos- 
sible candidate for Mayor. 

Director Caulfield said he would 
not take up appointment matters 
today. He expressed approval of 
the plan of Mayor Becker, an- 
nounced in the mayoralty cam- 
paign, to name a committee of 
physicians to confer with the Di- 
rector of Public Welfare as to 
choice of executives for the city 
hospitals. He said. he would be 
glad to confer with such a com- 
mittee, and with the Mayor con- 
cerning these appointments. 

“T consider this a sacred posi- 
tion,” he said of his new office. 
“because of its importance to so 
large a part of our people. I will 
try to effect some savings of 
money, but my first effort will be 
to give the best service.” 

In reply to a reporter’s question, 
Caulfield said he agreed with the 
Mayor that members of party com- 
mittees should not hold city jobs. 

“Understand,” he said, “I don't 
mean that it would necessarily de- 
crease efficiency to have commit-

tee members in city positions, but 
it would over-politicalize the de- 
partment, and would tend to cause 
outside entanglements.” 

Joseph J. Mestres, still holding 
the position of Park Commissioner, 
is a member of the Democratic 
City Committee. When this was 
mentioned, the director said he 
had no comment to make on in- 
dividuals. 

The Survey Committee’s report, 
which the new director undertook 
to study today, recommended that 
the Department of Public Welfare 
be “reconstituted as to its respon- 
sibilities, functions and activities, 
and reorganized for administrative 
and operating purposes.” 

It recommended that the City 
Airport, now a division of the Wel- 
fare Department, be transferred to 
another department. An ordinance 
for its transfer to the Department 
of Public Utilities is now being 
prepared, at Mayor Becker’s in- 
atance, by the City Counselor’s of- 
fice. 

Another recommendation of the 
Survey Committee was that the 
functions of the Divisions of Parks 
and Recreation be transferred to a 
new and separate department, one 
of 12 departments which it pro- 
posed to establish, to replace the 
present five departments repre 
sented in the Board of Public 
Service and the offices of Comp- 
troller and City Counselor. It pro- 
posed to incorporate the Board of 
Children’s Guardians, Parole and 
Probation Board, and Mullanphy 
Emigrant Relief Board, into the 
Welfare Department.

Under the terms 
of the armistice the British 
pledged to “abstain from any in- 
fringement on Iraq independence, 
to afford his Royal Highness, the 
regent, every assistance in re-es- 
tablishing a legal government, and 
to assist the Iraq nation to re- 
sume a normal and prosperous ex- 
istence.” 

The | ice also provided for 
the return of Iraqi troops to their 
peacetime pursuits, release of 
British prisoners of war and in- 
ternment by the Iragis of Italian 
and German prisoners. Reports 
here said about 500 Axis men were 
captured. - 

Iraqi prisoners taken by the 
British will be handed over to Ab- 
dul Dah. 

There had been 500 Britons liv- 
ing in the British Embassy and 
United States Legation and they 
left the premises yesterday for 
the first time in weeks. 

Mosul Oil ‘Intact.’ 

British sources said the Mosul 
oil fields in the north, which pro- 
vided oil for the Mediterranean 
fleet, were “intact.”

ay National Broadcasting Co. 
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Fly cited numerous resolutions 
and speeches by members of Con- 
gress, including White, calling for 
action against “monopoly” in radio, 
which Fly said resulted in the 


- eommission’s investigation and re- 


guitant rules. 
Opposes Long Delay. 

Fly said he was “happy to have 
the opportunity to come before 
this committee and explore fully” 
the questions raised in White's 
resolution, but that “I do think it 
is quite another question whether 
the processes of judgment of an 
administrative agency should be 
paralyzed over a long period dur- 
ing extended hearings . . . and the 
endless delays that could arise. 

Under White’s resolution, Con- 
gress would request the FCC to 
suspend its new rules until the 
congressional investigation had 
been completed. 

Before Fly testified, White ex- 
pressed himself as “surprised and 
somewhat shocked” that the FCC 
should oppose the resolution. He 
said that it was the first time he 
could recall when any Federal 
agency had “seen fit to challenge 
the wisdom or the right of Con- 
gress to review its acts.” 


Question of Authority. 
Chairman Wheeler, (Dem.), Mon- 


' tana, said he thought the question 


for the Senate committee to de- 
cide was whether the commission 
had exceeded its authority. 

“If it basn’t exceeded its au- 
thority,” he declared, “I don’t 
think we ought to have an inves- 
tigation.” 

When Congress gave authority 
to a Federal agency, he asserted, 
it was not practicable to review 
all of its actions under that au- 
thority. 

The communications ,commis- 
sion announced -today. that it 
would start public hearings June 
25 in its investigation of the joint 
control of newspapers and radio 
stations. 

The purpose of the inquiry, the 
commission said, is to obtain suf- 
ficient information to decide 
whether a general policy should be 
adopted and, if one is warranted, 
to shape it for application in the 
future to particular cases involv- 
ing newspaper interests. 

Its action was prompted, it said, 
by the large number of applica- 
tions for high frequency (FM) fa- 
cilities.

Decision Against Kansas City, 
Kan., in Market Case. 

The Supreme Court held today 
that “the giving of any cash, 
rental crédit, free or reduced rents 
to induce leasing of space” in a 
new produce market in Kansas 
City, Kan., violated Federal legis- 
lation. 

Justice Reed delivered the four- 
to-three decision on a controversy 
between Kansas City, Mo., and a 
group of produce merchants and 
railroads on one side and Kansas 
City, Kan., and the Union Pacific 
Railroad on the other. 

Reed said that the legislation 
which would be violated by such 
concessions was the Elkins — Act,

Dress Hit of the Season! 


which prohibits rebates or conces- 
sions in connection with railroad 
transportation. 

Government’s Position. 

The Department of Justice con- 
tended that Kansas City, Kan., and 
the Union Pacific attempted to lure 
produce merchants away from an 
established market in Kansas City, 
Mo., by offering them free or re- 
duced rentals or cash payments. 

The Union Pacific was said to 
be the only railroad reaching the 
Kansas market. 

The dissenting Justices were 
Roberts, Black and Douglas. 

“Even if we assume,” Justice 
Reed said, “that nothing will be 
given except the actual cost of re- 
moval, the receipt of those costs 
would put the shipper in a pre- 
ferred position to all other ship- 
pers using the facilities of an_§in- 
terstate carrier who did not’ re- 
ceive such concessions. The act 
condemns any device ‘whereby any 
other advantave (than lower tar- 
iffs) is given.’” 

The majority decision modified 
to some extent. an injunction 
granted by a Federal court against 
Kansas City, Kan., and the Union 
Pacific 


Minority Opinion. 

The ‘minority opinion, by Justice 
Roberts, protested that under the 
majority's ruling concessions grant- 
ed by a chamber of commerce or 
other organizations to induce new 
‘industries to locate in a city would 
ve deemed illegal if the benefici- 
ary happened to be a shipper. 

Justice Roberts contended that 
the conclusion that_the Union Pa- 
cific and Kansas City were “joint 
adventurers” in the terminal was 
incorrect.

Connie Mack says the recent 
performance of his Athletics is 


“no flash in the pan,” and today |, 


the Browns, thumped twice by 
their one-time playmates of the 
American League cellar, could do 
little else but agree. 

Philadelphia is virtually in the 
first division after 13 victories in 
the last 16 games, and its grand 
old manager, baseball’s man of the 
ages, believes this is his best club 
in five or six years, by far. 

“I wouldn’t care what club we 
played against now, I'd feel we 
would have a chance to win,” he 
said. “There was a time, and there 
were clubs against which we didn't 
have a chance, but not now.” 

The team’s hitting and pitching 
has improved, Mack pointed out. 

“We have five men in the .300 
class, and that doesn’t even in- 
clude Bob Johnson. And now he 
has started to hit and the boys are 
very encouraged. Benny McCoy, 
who I think was handicapped last 
year by too. much pressure, has 
found himself, and is working fine 
with Brancato at short. Brancato 
has a wonderful arm. And Suder 
at third is a good baliplayer. He 
may look bad against some pitch- 
ing, but you saw him in the sec- 
ond game—the pitching was hard- 
er than in the first, and he came 
through.” 

Pitching from unexpected quar- 
ters has helped the Athletics, and 
Mack wanted to give special credit 
for this to Catcher Earle Brucker, 
who has been spending his time 
working with pitchers rather than 
regular receiving assignments. 

“Bruck has done exceptionally 
fine work handling the pitchers, 
showing them their weaknesses, 
improving their pitching motion, 
teaching them when to throw cer- 
tain pitches,” Mack explained. 


He emphasized the importance 
of what had been got out of his 
pitchers when he said the club 
had no first-class hurler. 

He’s pleased as Punch with the 
way things are going, you can 
plainly see. Golly,” he said, “the 
number of years I’ve sat on the 
bench and knew we couldn’t win. 
. « » But what I’ve always want- 
ed—and what I have now—is a 
team that can come back and give 
them a battle. They always have 
said, well, the old man wants an- 
other pennant and he’ll be satis- 
fied and get out. But that’s not 
right. I think the team that can 
play above themselves and win de- 
serves more credit than a pennant 
winner.” 

Mack believes the Browns have 
a good ball club, but “It’s easy to 
lose these days and hard to win.” 

With this, the Browns also can 
agree. 

The double defeat yesterday 
brought their losing streak to six 
straight. The first game they 
dropped “to the Athletics by a 5-2 
score, the second by 5 to 3. 

Four double plays cut off most 
of the Browns’ scoring threats in 
the opener and Bob Muncrief, who 
previously had gained two vic- 
tories for the St. Louis club, was 
beaten by a three-run third inning. 
Muncrief left the game for a pinch 
hitter in the fourth and Fred Os- 
termueller finished in good form, 
allowing only three hits and one 
run in five innings.

CHUNGKING (By Clipper).

Coupled with this is an acute 
shortage of rice—staple food of the 
country—in West China. Last 
year’s rice crop in Szechuan, most 
populous province in Free China, 
was but 61 per cent of normal. To 
avert famine conditions :next win- 
ter, West China must have copious 
rains and a good crop this sum- 
mer. . Hoarding and profiteering 
must be checked. 

None of China’s many problems 
is as acute as the rice question. 
If the Chinese can eat, they can 
go on, and the outlook is fair. 

Americans will find a slightly fa- 
miliar ring in the revelation that 
while the Chinese Government will 
spend this year a record total of 
8,000,000,0800 Chinese dollars (about 
$400,000,000), the revenues from all 


sources wil] scarcely be more than 


one-eighth of that figure. That, say

British Still Using Tactics of 1918,

Failure Again of Ait Support Criticised—

“It has been apparent for some 
days that the odds against us in 
Crete were too heavy,” the Daily 
Telegraph said, “and that no hope 
remained of holding the _ island. 
Undoubtedly there will be some 
questioning of the conduct of this 
brief miniature campaign.” 

The Telegraph declared “many 
times in this war has such a story 
been retold,” and asked: “Why has 
it been repeated in Crete? We have 
been on the island since November. 
What was done in those seven 
months which failed to prevent 
another evacuation after a 12-da 
campaign?” ; 

The Evening Standard said “a 
grievous miscalculation” had been 
made and an Evening News edito- 
rial said the “brutal truth is that 
We were driven out of Crete by a 
well-planned and determined at- 
tack on lines which found us, with 


our minds still dwelling on meth-

The improbable happened, 
we were not prepared for that and 
the lack of foresight brought de- 
feat.”

HE declaration of the Presi- 
7 dent, if effectively supported, 

will mark the beginning of the 
end of the process by which this 
country has been placed in ever- 
increasing danger. 

Hitler’s policy has been brilliant- 
ly conceived, and on the whole 
shrewdly executed. It has been to 
isolate the United States by ex- 
ploiting the love of peace and to 
encircle it by acts of which the 
consequences might not be visible 
to most of the people until it was 
too late to avoid them. 

If the policy succeeded, the Unit- 
ed States isolated and encircled, 
would be asked, as the Japanese 
Foreign Office has made known, 
to disarm in the name of peace 
and to conform to a totalitarian 


world order. 
T HIS policy has very nearly suc- 
ceeded. With the seizure of 
Norway and the defeat of France, 
the Nazi sea and air power was 
placed in a position to strike dan- 
gerously at the communications 
between North America and Great 
Britain, between Great Britain and 
South America, between North 
America and South America. This 
is the battle of the Atlantic which 
has for its immediate object the 
blockade of Britain, and ag its con- 
sequence, if Hitler won it, the 
physical isolation of North Amer- 
ica not only from Europe but from 
South America. 


Hitler would have won the bat- 
tle of the Atlantic if he could 
make it impossible for the British 
Isles to continue to be the forti- 
fied base of the British Navy. For 
South America is connected strate- 
gically, as it has been historical- 
ly, as in fact it is economically, 
with Southwestern Europe and 
Northern Africa, and it cannot be 
defended from bases in North 
America alone. A Nazi victory in 
the battle of the Atlantic would 
constitute for a long time to come 
a decisive defeat of the defense 
of the hemisphere. 

In order that the defeat should 
be irreparable, Hitler’s policy has 
aimed not only at the isolation of 
North America, but at its encircle- 
ment. This is the purpose of his 
Japanese treaty; this is a very im- 
portant part of his purpose in driv-

Cautions Against too Extensive Control Over} 
Man’s ‘Physical, Spiritual, Religious and 
Moral Movements’—Asserts Goods Creat- 
ed by God Should Flow Equally to All. 


VATICAN CITY; June 2 (AP). 
OPE PIUS XII, outlining his 
P views on how the “fundament- 
al values” of social and eco- 
nomic life should share in “that 
new order” which will emerge from 
the war, emphasized yesterday the 


safeguarding of the rights of the 
individual. 


In.a radio address commemorat- 
ing the fiftieth anniversary of 
Pope Leo XIII’s social encyclical, 
“Rerum Novarum,” the Pontiff 
said he. wished to give “some fur- 
ther directive moral principles on 
the three fundamental values: the 
use of material goods, labor. and 
the family.” 

He cautioned against too exten- 
sive interference in the rights and 
duties of individuals and families, 
and ‘upheld man’s right to freedom 
in his “physical, spiritual, religious 
and moral movements.” 


On the use of material goods, 


the Pope said: 


“Undoubtedly the natural order 
deriving from God demands ... 
private property and the free re- 
ciprocal commerce of goods by in- 
terchange and gift, as well as the 
functioning of the state as a con- 
trol over both these institutions... 

“But all this remains subordinat- 
ed to the»natural scope of material 
goods and cannot emancipate itself 
from the first and fundamental 
right which concedes their use to 
all men, but it should rather ‘serve 
to make possible actuation of this 
right in conformity with its scope. 

“To safeguard the inviolable 
sphere’of the rights of the human 
person and to facilitate the fulfill- 
ment of his duties should be the 
essential office of every public au- 
thority. ... 

“The care of such a common 
good does not imply a power so ex- 
tensive over the members of the 
community that in virtue of it the 
public authority can ... decide on 
the beginning or the ending of hu- 
man life, determine at will the 
manner of his physical, spiritual, 
religious and moral movements in 
opposition to the personal duties or 
rights of man, and to this end abol- 


ish or deprive of efficacy his nat- 
ural rights to material’ goods.” 


He recalled his own encyclical, 
“Sertum Laetitae,” directed to the 
Bishops of the United States, in 
which he asserted “goods which 
were created by God for all men 
should flow equally to all accord- 
ing to the principle. of justice and 
charity.” : 

On labor, the Pope said: 

“The duty and the right to or- 
ganize the labor of the people be- 
longs, above all, to the people im- 


mediately interested: the employ-' 


ers and the workers. 

“Every legitimate and beneficial 
interference of the state in the 
field of labor sholud be such as 
to safeguard and respect its. per- 
sonal character both in the broad 
outlines and as far as possible in 
what concerns its execution; and 
this will happen if the norms of the 
state do not abolish or render im- 
possible the exercise of other rights 
and duties equally personal; such 
as the right to give God his due 
worship, the right to marry, the 
right of husband and wife, or fa- 
ther and mother, to lead a married 
domestic life; the right to reasona- 
ble liberty in the choice of a state 
of life and the fulfillment of a 
true vocation ... .” 


This last the Pope called “a per- 
sonal right if ever there was one” 
and a sublime one when resulting 
in the choice of “priestly and re- 
ligious vocations.” 

He warned against the belief 
that “the scope of man on earth 
is society.” 

“Society is not an end in itself,” 
he asserted. 

The right and duty to work is 
considered imposed upon man in 
the first instance by nature, “not 
by society as if man were nothing 
more than a mere slave or official 
of the community.” 

The Pope defended the church's 
right to say whether any given 
social system harmonized with the 
“unchangeable order of God” .and 
laid down a series of moral prin- 
ciples. to govern use of material, 
goods, labor and family. 

On the family, the Pontiff de 
clared:

Freedom of Seas 
Doctrine.

WASHINGTON, June 2. 
gy T is pertinent to ask how we 
can have as our national and 
international policy, at one and 
the same time, the prifciples of 
the neutrality acts and our ancient 
doctrine of freedom of the seas, 
Perhaps, as the President has sug- 
gested, it ig not theoretically so 
absurd as it sounds, Whether that 
is so or not, the mixture leaves 
confusion worse confounded as to 
what is to be expected of our peo- 
ple and what they are to expect in 
our course toward further involve- 
ment in war. 

“Freedom of the seas” was al 
ways an indefinite and uncertain 
concept. Roughly, briefly and 
very sketchily, it meant that, on 
the high seas, any ship of any 
neutral nation had freedom to go 
-and come without molestation even 
to belligerent ports—with two very 
important exceptions. If it was 
carrying “contraband of war” to 
a belligerent, it was subject to 
Seizure by its enemy on the high 
seas, to being taken by that enemy 
to one of its own prize courts 
and there condemned and sold. 
A second exception was that, if 
a neutral ship attempted to crash 
through an “actual and effective” 
naval blockade, maintained off the 
coast of one belligerent by another, 
it could be sunk by the blockading 
fleet and this would not be regard- 
ed as a cause for war by the neu- 
tral ship’s government. 

A qualification to the right of 
seizure on the high seas by a bel- 
| ligerent was that any such cap- 
ture had to be preceded by a 
searching of the neutral ship to 
see if it did carry contraband des- 
tined toa belligerent. It couldn’t 
without creating a cause for war 
simply be sunk on sight. If search 
disclosed that it clearly carried no 


contraband, it had ‘a right to pro- 
ceed. 


Effect of Neutrality Act. 


The neutrality acts did not 
amend this ancient international 
law. They were addressed only to 
American shippers, merchantmen, 
merchants and bankers. They 
merely forbade American property 
to be ventured into “combat areas” 
—zones of the oceans proclaimed 
by the President to be. dangerous. 
In favor of other nations, they

OUR scathing denunciation of the 
legislators who have been delaying 
the passage of the teachers’ pension bill 
for St. Louis teachers is, in my humble 
opinion, most unwarranted. 

Is not our systém of government based 
on this foundation stone: Equal rights 
to all and special privileges to none? 

Why should we overtaxed, underorgan- 
ized non-members of pressure groups, 
whose incomes average much less than 
those of the well-paid St. Louis teachers, 
be taxed more so these teachers may 
spend their salaries and then depend 
upon the tax money of the less favored 
for a substantial retirement pension? 

We must be satisfied with the com- 
paratively small State old-age pension. 

You say it is a fine plan to get rid 
of superannuated teachers who are a 
detriment to the school system, and it 
really costs not so much to retire them, 
because younger teachers are hired for 
less, and the difference helps to take 
care of the pensioners. By simply firing 
old teachers that difference would be 
saved and our taxes made just that much 
less. 

These teachers are, or should be, on 
the average, the best educated group in 
aur midst. Certainly they should be bet- 
ter qualified than any other single group, 
to prepare for old age. 

When I was a member of the Missouri 


Legislature during three sessions, I’ 


fought all special privilege legislation of 
this kind, including St. Louis teachers’ 
pensions, and I had no ax to grind but 
the equal general welfare of the people 
of Missouri.

The time thus 
gained, it was said, made it possible to wipe out the 
Iraq trouble, to wind up the Ethiopian campaign, to 
prepare to meet the Axis threat in the Suez region 
and to reorganize Gen. Wavell’s army after the Bat- 
tle of Greece... 

Lord Halifax, British Ambassador to the United 
States, told a New York Times writer last Thursday: 

The Germans have paid a disproportionately 
heavy price for their victory, and by our defense 
we have gained what will probably be a decisive 
advantage for Gen. Wavell, who is now able to 
turn the balance of the scales against the Nazis 
in Iraq, i on 
All these are strategic gains, it is doubtless true, 

but they were achieved at a terrific cost for the 
British—the loss of an important stronghold which 
they had expected, not to sell dearly, but to hold per- 
manently. Here is what Winston Churchill told the 
House of Commons on May 7, almost four weeks 
ago ahd some time before the attack developed: 

We intend to defend to the death, without 
thought of retirement, the valuable and highly of- 
fensive outposts of Crete and Tobruk. - 

The Germans, by means of air power alone, have 
gained a powerful and advanced base for their 
bombers’ operations against the British fleet base 
at Alexandria and against the Suez Canal. They 
have attained another stepping stone, for use against 
the Middle East and for reinforcing the Axis armies 
in Northern Africa. They have increased Britain's 
already considerable difficulties in holding. the East- 
ern Mediterranean. London observers say today that 
the development virtually eliminates the Mediter- 
ranean as a route to the Middle East, that all war 
supplies and shipping must go by way of South 
Africa, In addition, the British suffered severe naval 
losses in the defense of Crete; at least three cruisers 
and four destroyers, while Nazi forces claim the de- 
struction of.11 naval craft in all. 

The defending forces did inflict tremendous dam- 
age on the first waves of parachute and glider at- 
tackers, it is true, but the Nazi policy is absolute 
disregard of manpower losses when an objective is 
More and more men, with machine 
guns, light artillery and even tanks, were poured in, 
until the British and Greeks were at last over- 
whelmed by sheer power of numbers. ° 

The defenders acquitted themselves gallantly, and 
A. V. Alexander, First Lord of the Admiralty, is 
doubtless justified in saying: “Man for man, we 
have shown ourselves better than the Germans.” 
This is not a war, however, of man against man. 
It is a war of man against tank and dive bomber, 

In accordance with one of Britain's finest tradi- 
tions, the press and public remain free to criticise 
Government policy when they so desire. Full use 
is being made of this privilege in connection with 
the Crete fiasco. 

The Sunday Times says a mistake was made in 
letting the Germans take possession of an airdrome 
on the island without any British effort to blast 
and obstruct it into uselessness. The Daily Tele- 
graph today asks why, since British forces had been 
in Crete since November, preparations were not 
made for better defense. The Evening Standard 
speaks of “a grievous miscalculation.” The Evening 
News points. out that a well-planned attack on mod- 
ern lines found the British “with our minds still 
dwelling on methods of the last war, inadequately 


prepared.” 


After the previous retreats from Norway, France, 
Yugoslavia and Greece, such criticism is to be ex- 
pected. Yet it is not wholly bitter criticism, but 
highly constructive as well. There are assuredly 
some lessons in it for British leadership, and there 
should be for American leadership also. 

The same charge is being made in this country— 
that military minds are “dwelling on methods of 
the last war’; that as a result our army is being 
inadequately prepared. The tragic loss of Crete 
should result in an awakening among those of our 
own army leaders Who still refuse to face the facts of 
modern mechanized warfare. 

ONE WORRY GONE. 

There's one worry each of us can cross off our 
list of troubles, and cross off right now. The Census 
Bureau has checked the causes of accidental deaths 
in the United States and found that the probability 
a person will die from the bite of a poisonous snake 
is virtually nil, Statistics show that thé chances are 
about ove in a million, and those are long odds. 

We'd all better keep on hoping for the best when 
we go out for Sunday afternoon drives.

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A NEW BRIQUET. 

The announcement of a new smokeless fuel, made 
Sunday by Smoke Commissioner Tucker and Chair- 
man Ford of the Smoke Elimination Committee, is an 
important development in the effort to keep St. Louis 
free of midnight noons if advance promises are ful- 
filled. . 

The new fuel is a briquet made of Illinois soft 
coal, and it can be sold here for less than $7 a 
ton. Thus, at one stroke, it meets the two most 
difficult problems of the smoke-elimination cam- 
paign. It provides smokeless fuel at a cost not very 
much higher, heat units considered, than that ob- 
tained for unprocessed, filthy coal. And it makes 
it possible for St. Louis to obtain its fuel ‘from its 
great natural source—the Illinois mines, 

Further, this new product comes just when it be- 
gins to look as though the necessities of the national 
defense program might interfere with the fuel sup- 
plies on which the city depended to make its first 
smokeless winter such a brilliant success.

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THE POPE AND THE RIGHTS OF MAN. 


Pius XII, in an address which effectively stressed 
the primacy of the rights of men—living, organic 


men—over those of the synthetic state, yesterday 
celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of Leo XIII’s 
great encyclical on labor and its restatement and 
amplification just 10 years ago by Pius XI, ' | 

Although often misunderstood and misrepresented, 
usually by those who never read them, these two 
documents stand among the great monuments of the 
humanitarianism of the nineteenth and early twen- 
tieth centuries. | 

It ig true that they contain few brilliantly original 
ideas, but, then, there was no originality in the 
Magna Carta, either, Their importance lies in the 
fact that they succinctly and effectively stated—for 
possibly the widest audience in the world—the ideas 
of humane thinkers, and invoked for them the high- 
est authority recognized .by man, the law of God. 

There are those who are dissatisfied with these 
proclamations, the Marxists, for example. They de- 
plore the papal sanction for private property. Here, 
however, the great majority of civilized men stand 
with the Popes and not with the author of “Das 
Kapital.” 

It will be a great day, indeed, for the world when 
as large a majority demands with the Popes, that 
the individuality of man shall be réspected; that 
the laborer shall be deemed worthy of his hire; that 
he shall receive a wage sufficient not only for the 
decent living of himself and his family, but also 
adequate for the accumulation of such reasonable 
wealth as is necessary for future security, and that 
he shall be allowed to use freely, for this purpose, 
the right of collective bargaining. 

These ideas of individualism, equality and the 


.democracy of the bargaining process are ideas 


peculiarly respected by Americans, It has been said, 
on occasion, that the papal idea of collective bargain- 
ing is that of Mussolini’s “corporations.” This is 
just not so. It comes much closer to being the kind 
of industry-wide bargaining that is the rule in the 
American coal industry. 

It certainly is not a dressed-up form of dictation 
by the state to both capital and labor. The state, 
according to the Popes, is the servant of individual 
men, not their absolute master. And this has been 
eloquently reaffirmed by Pius XII. © 

Such a doctrine must commend itself to free men, 
regardless of creed. With the whole world in a tre- 
mendous flux, with no man able to say with certainty 
what will be the shape of things to come, it is a 
good and useful thing to have placed before us again 
this ideal. of the rights of man.

TEACHERS’ PENSIONS IN THE HOUSE. 

The St. Louis’ teachers’ retirement Dill, safely 
through the Senate without a dissenting vote, now 
is before the House Education Committee. At the 
hearing a few days ago, not an opposing witness 
appeared. This disappearance of open opposition 
indicates what a convincing case has been made by 
the backers of this long-needed legislation.

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SACRIFICES ARE COMING. 

A homely inkling of what the war emergency may 
mean to this country is contained in Secretary Ickes’ 
hint of “gasless Sundays” and the abolition of night 
baseball, Week-end automobile trips may fall victim 
to an oil shortage, and nocturnal baseball may have 
to be sacrificed to power necessities. 

The steps would be drastic. Civilian morale de- 
pends heavily on recreation. Week ends in the 
country and vacation motor trips are first-class 
means of relaxation. So are baseball games, and 
although the major leagues could survive without 
playing at night, most of the small minor leagues 
might have to go out of business. The Government 
will doubtless go to great lengths to avoid such 
expedients. 

Still, suppose we had to sacrifice Sundays in the 
country and evenings at the ball game. Seen in the 
world perspective, such deprivation would be trivial. 
The German civilian cannot operate an automobile 
at all. He wears a suit made of wood and he has 
to eat turnips and drink bad coffee and inhale soup 
made from nettles, dandelions and daisies. He 
stands in line for his cigarettes and drinks de-alco- 
holized beer. Bombs rain on him and his evenings 
are spent in the blackout, In England, the peaceful 
side of life is a bit more abundant, but the warlike 
side is a lot more deadly. — 

America is launched on an effort to build in one 
or two years a military machine equal or superior 


to the-one the Germans have built in eight years. 


Granting our superior natural and _ technological 
resources, that feat is not going to be accomplished 
without giving up something. High income taxes 
are far from the full measure of the sacrifices that 
are coming. So are such vague-sounding inconven- 
jiences as “priorities” in steel and aluminum. 

If we arm intelligently, we shall never be forced to 
make the ultimate sacrifice of living under bomb 
and shelifire that both the English and the Germans 
are making. We shall probably avoid the extreme 
sacrifices of living comforts, and of living luxuries, 
thef the’ English and Germans are making. But life 
will not be as abundant as we now know it. There is 


one demand, of course, the people do have a right to 


make. It is that their sacrifices be in response to 
authentic needs and not to shortages created by logse 
planning and inefficient organization.

4. The lack of a sound method of fi- 
nancing Our war emergency. 

Since that editorial appeared, Mr. Roose- 
velt has spoken to the nation. 

In this memorable address, he made one 
thing quite clear. He told us in the most 
direct language that we are embarked upon 
an undeclared war against the Axis Powers.

3. “All additional measures necessary to 
deliver the goods (to Britain) will be 
taken.” 

Nothing could be more sweeping than 
that.

Ten Over-Simplified Heroes. 

AVID MALCOLMSON’S “Ten Heroes* 

(Duell, Sloan & Pearce, New York) 
stems from the sort of simplification-urge 
which when not dangerous is ridiculous. 

Mr. Malecolmson feels that life is unmis 
takably patterned, and that its patterns 
may be reduced to 10; since he is most 
familiar with writers of personal narratives, 
he uses these 10 repeating patterns to chart 
the world of fiction, “to define the struggle 
of man’s aspirations against the universal 
frustration.” He accentuates character ideas 
rather than plot ideas (“stories come ... 
from the commonplace tendencies of ordi- 
nary people”). 

Therefore, in five pairs of contrasting 
chapters, he considers the Lost Quest, and 
the Persevering Tortoise; Cinderella, and 
the Sly Fox; the Prodigal’s Return, and the 
Escape; the Ugly Duckling, and the Golden 
Fly; Inconstant Lover and Patient Griselda. 

The author, his publishers reveal, spent 
many years in writing this book. Much of 
his labor was necessitated by the catholicity 
of his quotations, which range from Job to 
Steinbeck, from Chaucer to Elbert Hubbard, 
calling also upon Kipling, Dostoievski, Pare 
mount Pictures, Samuel Butler, Gertrude 
Stein, the Arabian Nights, Proust, Popeye, 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge and Sigmund Freud 
—to name only a few. 

Read “Ten Heroes,” the publishers pre 
claim, and be entertained, stimulated and 
treated to “something of a liberal educ 
tion.”

— Sir 
Hugh Walpole, author of a nove} 
a year since he was 25 years old, 


He was known in the Unit- 
ed States for his frequent lectures 
and visits. 


Sir Hugh Walpole, frequently 
termed “the modern Anthony Trol- 
lope,” tried home missionary work 
and schoolmastering before his 
first novel appeared in 1909. 

He was made a commander of 
the Order of the British Empire 
in 1918 and was knighted May 10, 
1937. His “The Secret City,” pub- 
lished in 1919. was awarded the 
James Tait Black prize, one of the 
foremost recognitions for English 
writers. 

Walpole, a confirmed bachelor, 
was born in New Zealand in 1884. 
the only son of an Anglican cler- 
gyman who afterward became 
Bishop of Edinburgh. 

en the boy was 8, he lived in 
New York where his father was a 
professor of theology. Then the 
family returned to Britain and 
Hugh was sent to King’s School, 
Canterbury. 

The urge to write, inherited from 
Sir Horace Walpole, whose “Castle 
of Otranto,” published in 1764, 
started the romantic revival in 
English literature, quickly became 
the dominant factor. He quit his 
schoolmastering job and, with only 
$150 in his pocket and the half- 
finished manuscript of his first 
novel, migrated to London. 

One of his notable works was 
“The Cathedral,” which was pub- 
lished in 1922 and dramatized 10 
years later.

No, the neutrality acts did not 
amend the ancient doctrine of 
“freedom of the seas” as interna- 
tional law. But some other de- 
velopments did. Two were the 
submarine and wireless. If a sub- 
marine is to be used at all to police 
neutral commerce, it can barely 
risk the delay of a search. It 
cannot easily convoy a seized 
ship. Due to the wireless, it can’t 
surface it is very vulnerable to 
gunfire from an armed merchant 
ship. Due t othe wireless, @ can’t 
loiter around its prize. Radio 
can instantly summon patroling 
destroyers and cruisers of its 
enemy. 

The other development crimping 
the old doctrine is “the nation in 
arms” or “total war.” In earlier 
times “contraband. of war,” while 
not subjeet to any precise and 
agreed definition, generally in-. 
cluded only direct munitions of 
war or .supplies peculiar to and 
destined to armed forces. Now, 
since nations go to war with every- 
thing they have of the four M’s 
—men, materials, money and mor- 
ale—everything is contraband of 
war if destined directly or in- 
directly to’a belligerent. 

Thus, in practive, there is little 
left of “freedom of the seas” as 
international law. England will 
continue to regulate our outbound 
commerce. The Nazis will con- 
tinue: to maintaif that theirs is 
an “active and effective” blockade, 
that merchant ships carrying any- 
thing to Britain are surely carry- 
ing contraband, crashing a block- 
ade and subject to sinking on 
sight. 

This situation, after the Presi- 
dent’s statement, is no clearer 
than before, and ‘that was as clear 
as mud.

ing the Vichy Government into 
collaboration. If he could persuade 
us or prevent us from defeating 
him in the battle of the Atlantic, 
there is no doubt that he would 
offer us a negotiated peace. In al- 
liance. with Japan and probably 
Russia, with France and Britain 
his vassals, with South America 
compelled to follow him, we should 
be offered a settlement, The prin- 
cipal condition of that séttlement 
has been officially in 
Tokyo, and it is perfectly obvious. 
We should be offered a settlement 
based upon the suspension of our 
armament program and the reduc- 
tion of our naval power. If we re- 
fused, we should have to fight the 
world; if we accepted, we could no 
longer refuse any other conditions 
that were proposed to us. 


WING to confusion of counsel 

here, and to other causes, this 
policy of isolating and en- 
circling North America has come 
near to success. It has come s0 
near to success that Col. Lind- 
bergh rests his whole case, apart 
from his. emotional appeal, on the 
assertion that: Hitler is victorious 
and that the United States should 
now accept the fact that it is iso- 
lated and encircled and should 
behave accordingly. 

Hitler’s calculation would have 
proved to be correct, and Col. 
Lindbergh’s. predictions would 
have been fulfilled but for the 
fact that both misjudged the pow- 
er of Britain and both misunder- 
stood the capacity of the American 
people to see that the maintenance 
of British-American sea power jn 
the Atlantic is a vital interest of 
the United States. The miscalcu- 
lation about Britain caused Col. 
Lindbergh to make a speech last 
summer taking it for granted as 
beyond argument that Germany 
had already won the war. The mis- 
understanding of the United 
States is marked by the passage 
of the lease-lend bill, the declara- 
tions of the President, and the 
placing of this country on a war 
footing. 


o . - 

E have come.to a turning 

point in the great conflict be- 
cause, now that the decision 
has been taken to resist our own 
isolation and encirclement, it be- 
comes our obvious policy to move 
toward the isolation and encircle- 
ment of Nazi Germany. This is our 
greatest role in the conflict. For 
while we can do nothing unless 
we make this arsenal enormously 
productive, and nothing unless we 
make sure of the control of the 
Atlantic Ocean, our political pow- 
er—now that it has substance be- 
hind it and is not mere words—is 
the greatest of our weapons. 

It is of no value unless we pro- 
duce and deliver the goods. But if 
we do produce and deliver the 
goods, our political power can and 
will be used to break up Hitler’s 
alliance and bring into being the 
alliance which will destroy him. 

Thus we are now in a position to 
turn to the Japanese with the ob- 
ject of rendering impossible a war 
in the Pacific—a war which would 
be a ruinous and foolish war. This 
war cannot be averted by weak- 
ness, fear, or indecision, It can be 
averted by resolute action and a 
candid recognition of our own and 
of Japan’s vital interests. Having 
made our military dispositions so 
that we are able to check a Japa- 
nese intervention in the world war, 
having reached the necessary 
strategical agreements with Brit- 
ain, Australia, The Netherlands 
and China, having taken firm con- 
trol of all of our many means of 
economic warfare, we should open 
up the prospect of serious negotia- 
tion in the Far East based upon 
an honorable peace in the Chinese 
war, a new commercial treaty with 
us and with The Netherlands, and 
a political settlement, which would 
include Russia, based upon the 
liquidation of all imperialism in 
China — Japanese, British and 
American. If the response from 
Japan is favorable, we should of 
our own free will right the wrong 
done to Japanese pride by placing

ASE S-180: Clyde G., aged 32, is president of a state edu- 
cational association which I recently addressed. 
“Sometimes I wonder if our courses in civics and 


American history are really proving worth while,” he spoke 
glumly. “I believe Americans are 


growing less patriotic and ideal- 
istic. They are degenerating into 
the ‘gimme’ type, materialistic and 
cynical. Dr. Crane, I wish you'd 
give me some encouragement, for 
I feel pretty blue about the fu- 
ture of America.” 

DIAGNOSIS: Clyde isn’t the 
only thoughtful person who is 
likewise feeling despondent about 
such matters. Crass materialism 
is becoming so well entrenched 
that we need a religious revival to 
protect the idealism of our na- 
tion. Too often ignored by teachers and especially by the 
sophisticated authors of many textbooks, is the importance of 
hero worship. Boys and girls are idealists during puberty. 
They want to look up to beauty and virtue. They are emo- 
tionally and psychologically attuned to worship great fig- 
ures of history. And if they are admirers of great men like 
Washington and Jefferson, Jackson and Lincoln, then they 
are inclined to extend their fondness to those things which 
such great men stood for. If you readers will only analyze 
your own religious and political beliefs, you will find that 
first you loved your mother and father. Secondarily, your 
admiration extended to the Christianity or Republican and 
Democratic parties to which your loved ones were attached.

BUT YOU SELDOM developed a. fondness for abstract 
principles, whether of religion or politics, without first be- 
ing led ‘to them through the mediation of a parent or other 
much admired human being.

Yet many textbook authors violate it so 
flagrantly it is no wonder school children may grow cynical 
and materialistic. Everybody realizes that all human beings 
Shave faults as well as virtues, but why should we teach our 
school children that Washington was an ordinary culpable 
male, when our children want to worship him as the Father 
of Our Country? There is no good-accomplished by snooping 
around historically in the private lives of great men and then 
trying to focus our children’s attention on the flaws and 
illicit episodes which we discover.

EARTS can break at 17. It is 
H possible for parents to live 
with their children for 17 
years and have no inkling of what 
is going on in the minds and 
hearts of those children. Adoles- 
cent boys and girls have to main- 
tain their personal lives apart 
from those of the people about 
them in school. or at home, and 
the struggle well night kills some 
of them. , 
Each child born into the world 
is a new being, different from all 
that have been, are or will be. 
Parents may advise, teachers may 
guide, relatives may drive, but 
there is in that child one place 
remote and hidden from all save 
himself that is* never reached, 
That is the citadel of the self. 


The young person emerges from 
childhood into a new world in 
which he is a stranger. He is be- 
set by feelings t he does not 
understand and over which he has 
scant control. He longs for un- 
derstanding friends, longs for out- 
lets for these queer feelings that 
beset him, longs to be at peace 
with himself and other people and 
none of these longings are fulfilled 
during these black years of en- 
durance and grief. 

Many of these‘children live two 
lives, one shared by parents and 
teacher and the other known only 
to themselves. The hidden life is 
secret because the older people 
would use every available force to 
wrest it to their own pattern, and 
it is no more possible for the 
child to allow that than it is for 
him to follow the pattern laid 
down for him. Nature made him 
differ from his people and she has 
the last word.

Sex interests enter. largely into 
this conflict between youth’s life 
on the surface and that hidden 
from scrutiny. Grown-up people 
are so afraid of the mistakes the 
young people are likely to make 
that they are extreme in their re- 
strictions. In some homes girls 
are virtually prisoners and the 
boys in some families feel they 
are jailed by their parents. This 
leads to deeper secrecy on the part 
of. the children, increases the pain 
of their struggle to be born into 
maturity. No good comes of it. _ 
_ There is no way of wiping out

the pain of adolescence. It ig a 
period of physical and mental de- 
velopment that puts ai severe 
strain on the child. If the train- 
ing the child had in the early 
years was wise, he enters this 
period in better form and spirit 
and suffers less. If he was un- 
wisely handled, his troubles are 
manifold. 

These children must have un- 
derstanding guidance and leader- 
ship at home, in school and in 
society. Somewhere there should 
be a friend wise in the ways of 


youth in whom they can confide, 
and that friend must be an out- 
sider. Young people rarely feel 
free to confess their perplexities, 
their perfectly natural urges sup- 
pressed by custom and precept, 


.their mistakes and their griefs to 


their own parents. They are too 
close to them and their emotions 
are too involvéd with theirs to 
allow a clear expression. Children 
do not want to hurt their parents 
and they hide much from them 
for that reason. Youth needs 
friends.

Then from high stretching posi- 
tion swing arms down heavily and 
touch palms to floor at right of 
right foot, back to high stretch, 
then down to left.

Exercise 2: Lie in good position 
on the floor with heels extended 
and palms touching floor beneath 
your sacrum (lower back). Raise 
both legs to right angle of body— 
knees kept straight, heels extend- 
ed. Slowly lower legs to floor, Re- 
peat five times. Push your feet 
up toward ceiling to get your legs 


straightened. It is difficult, ‘but 


keep trying. Relax, 
Exercise 3: Lie in correct posi- 


tion, hands parallel to sides. Bend 


both knees to chest. Kick right 


out (not up) 
knees 


to chest again as you kick out 
left foot. Although your leg is 
parallel with floor it does not touch 
floor as you kick out. Vary your 
rhythm—from slow to rapid. Re- 
lax when breathless, repeat. Ab- 
domen is held in. 


Exercise 4: Now the one you 
learned last week.

Bit on floor, legs 
straight out, abdomen held in, 
hands placed lightly at sides.

Had South taken the first trick 
with the ace of clubs, there would 
have been a different story to tell. 
When West took his ace of hearts 
he could have given his partner 
the .lead with the king of clubs.
